Tce-Wrecked.

We had hardly crossed the Atlsntic and
were beginaing to look eagerly for our first
sight of the New World, when a sudden
change occurrsd in the temperature, and the
balmy doys of April were followed by a May
cold and culting aimost ss winter. At
length we entered the broud estusry of the
8t. Lawrence, and then the mystery was
solved, for ita entire surface was checkered
with masses of ice ; evidently the broken up

could exceed the beauty of the ice-fields as
they fleshed and spurkled like gigantic gems

grest size wleo, like flosting islands, and the
hesped up blocks upon their surface gleam-
ed from & distente like cities of dazzling
cryetal.

The wind was in our favor, and our good
ship sped up the gulf, thresding her way
through the chonnels of the floating ice.
flelds, while, hour ufter hour, passengers
élood watching with tnwearied eyes the
eplendid scene around them. Even when
night came, there was the same eager throng
of gozers, for those large frozen plains glit
tered in the moonlight with a strange spec-
trsl beauty none of ua had ever séen before.
After a time, 8 mass of ice larger than
common appesred floating down the stresm.
Subsequently, we learned that it was part of
the cone the epray forme every winter be.
foré the falls of Montmoreney, On it came,
gleamiog pelely ngeinet the deep blue sky
like & castle of epotless marble, rising in
tower and turret, and massive buttress, and
enriched by the most delicate tracery.—
Every eye was fixed upon it in breathléss
sdmiration, as it swept mojestically by j un-
til as it passed between us and the wind, by
its loftiness it momentarily becalmed vs.—
Suddenly the stationary ship received a se.
vere shock, whiéh not only vibrated through
all her timbers, but through every one of the
one hundred and forty human beinge who
formed her freight. Never shall T forget
the shrieks of terror that followed, as women
well nigh frantic with fear, clasped their
children to their breasts, believing that the
ship had struck a rock, and that their last
moment had come. A ery from the bow,
thet it was u blow from the ice, somewhat
relieved their fears, and they stood quietly
by, while the helm was put. down, and the
sajls drawn round, in the effort to free ua
from the huge mase of . ice which still lay
across the vessel’s bows pressing and grat-
ing audibly against her timbers.” A minute
'more, and above the din of blocks and cord-
age, and the stamping of men's feét there
aroso o wild cry that echoed far and'wide
over the surrounding felds of ice, and
through every cranny of the neighboring ice-
caatle—**The ship is sinking."

It was en appslliog acnouncement ; and
unfortunately it wes a true one. Tl ice
had struck us hesvier than we thought and
its sherp edge, keen.ond resistless as a
knife, pressing sgsinst the bow of our ves-
#el—undefended as she was by the double
timbers needed for ice ecounters—had col
them completely thretgh, so that the water
rushed in with the force and rapidity of »
cascade.

What a foarful seene of terror and confu-
sion eosued ; the shrisks and lamentations
of wemen, the ories of children, and the si-
lent anguish of men, se they beheld the fears
wiid dengers of tbose dearest fo them, On
pne did the blow fall heavier than on me ;

I weaso fortunate
ua to secure ons, and on it I pleced my poor
wife and elder child, tolled together in our
only cloak; while throughi the lifelong night
I psced to and fro beslde thew, with the
little one wrapped in the breast of my cont,
steiving in veia to still its cries: and as [
walked, my feet clung to the frozen pave-
ment beneath them, and the cold shot
through my limbs like sn lcy fire, causing
me intolersble pain,

As the night passed on the cold increas-
ed, or else we felt it more; many times os [
looked on the ehivering beings erouching
around me, I thought that few of them
would eurvive till morning. But thanks, un-
der Providence, to the cfficers of the ship
who served out, st short intervale, small al-
lowances of spirits, the dey dewned upon

Every enqliry was made, and every
search among the crevices and crannies of
our rugued ice eraft; but all in vain, In
the eonlusion and misery of the night, none
had missed him, nor was sny trace of him to
be found, and we were at length compelled
to believe that our kind fMend and master
had either perigh¢d in the wreek, or else in
his pesssge to the ice.
Meanwhile many wéré the eagér eyes
scenning®the horizen in the vain acerch for
a friendly sail, As the day wWore on; the
son shone out brilllantly, snd his beams
flushed in a thousand dezzling rsys on our
ice raft, until we were almost blinded by
their radisnce. Yet they shed s warmth
through our chilled frames for which we
were most thankful, end in many spots they
me!ted the ice, Which fan if Hitle rills, en~
abling o8 to ¢uench cur thirat without filling
our mouths withice.
